GENTLEMEN— XY ou have done me the honor to consult with 
me in regard to the execution of the printing of the Legislative 
Assembly at its present'session. . 

While I claim ‘that under the act of Congress establishing 
the Territory of Washington, as also the instructions of the Hon. 
Secretary of the Treasury, the sole control of such matter is

with the Secretary of the Territory, yet I have no such personal 
preferences that I cannot willingly receive the advice of, and 
act upon the suggestions of others, whose counsel is the more 
desirable from the fact that it is the voice and recommendation 
of the representatives.of the people. As the Legislature is 
composed of a large majority of Union men, partisan friends of 
the National Administration, I have no fear in pledging myself 
to carry out theirexpressed wish. Hence there shall be no con- 
flict between this office, while I administer it, and a Union Leg- 
islature on a question of conferring official patronage on a Union 
man. ` É ^ 

I must be permitted, however, to say that I have made a 
contract with Mr. McElroy, under which he bas, in good faith, 
purchased and has on hand the necessary material to do the 
work, which will become measurably valueless should his con- 
tract be rescinded. While, therefore, I stand ready freely to 
contract with a printer named or elected by the Legislature, I 
must insist that said McElroy should not be subjected to pecuni- 
ary sacrifice by such an act. 


Thanking you for the courtesy you have manifested, and for 
affording this opportunity to state the position of this office upon 
the question referred to,

RULES AND ORDERS. 
DUTIES AND POWERS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


1. The President shall take the chair at the hour to which 
the Council shall have adjourned; shall call the members to order, 
and on the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the journal of 
the preceding day to be read. 


2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may speak to - 
points of order in preference to other members; shall decide all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Council on motion 
regularly seconded, and may vote in all cases. 

3. He shall declare all votes, but if any member doubt the 
vote, the President shall order a return of the Council, with the 
number voting for and against, and declare the result. 

4. He shall rise to put a question or to address the Council, 
but may read sitting. 

5. When the Council shall determine to go into a commit- 
tee of the whole, the President shall appomt the member who 
shall teke the chair. 

6. He shall propound all questions in the order they were 
moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in its nature, 
except that in filling blanka and in assigning times for the con- 
sideration of business, the largest sum and the longest time shall 
be put first. . 

T. He shall consider a motion to adjourn as always first in 
order, and it shall be decided without debate. 

8, He shall put the previous question in the following 
form: “Shall the main question now be. put ?" 

9. When two or more members rise at the same time, the 
President shall name the person to speak; but in all cases the 
member who shall first riso and address the chair shull speak 
first. 

- 10. All committees, except such as the Council shall from 
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time to time determine to elect, shall be nominated by the 
President, unless a majority of the members be in favor of a nomi- 
nation by the Couneil, in which case the nomination shall be made 
by the Council. 

11. Every question of order which shall be decided on ap- 
peal, shall be entered on the quen of the Council, with the de- 
cision thereon. r 

12. The President shall have the right to name a member 
to perform the duties of the chair during his absence, but such | 
substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 


DUTIES OF SUBORDINATE OFFICERS. 


.18. All messages from the Council to the House and to the 
Governor, shall be carried by the Clerk, unless when the Council 
shall otherwise decide. f 

«14. In case tho President shall be absent at the hour to 
which the Council was adjourned, the Council shall choose one 
of their members President pro tem. 

' 15. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms to attend 
the Council during its sitting, announce all messages, preserve 
order in the lobby of the hall, and to execute all process issued 
by authority of the Council,and directed to him by the President. 

16. The duty of the Door-keeper shall be to give notice to 
the Council of all messages; to carry all messages the Council may 
require, private aswell as public. When requested to call a 
member of the Council, he shall do soby name; he shall keep the 
hall clean, and have a good fire made therein by the hour of 9 
o'clock in the morning, when the weather requires it. 

17. It shall be the duty of the Door-keeper to attend the 
Council during its sittings, to keep the Council Chamber and 
committee rooms in perfect order, and in all things to executé 
the commands of the President and of the Council from time to 
time. 


DUTIES, RIGHTS AND DECORUM OF MEMBERS.

. MEMORIAL. 
To the Honorable Members of the Legislature of Washington 
Territory : 


Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon, would respectfully ask that your Honorable Body adopt, 
during its present session, some law similar to the act passed by 
the Legislature of Oregon in 1864, a copy of which is hereunto 
annexed, 


This act was intended to encourage any one who felt dis- 
posed, to place a Steam Tug on the Columbia River Bar, by giv- 
ing such Tug the exclusive right of pilotage across the ssme. 


Since the passage of the aforesaid act, Captain Corno and 
others, have built and amply supplied with good and competent 
pilots, a powerful Stedm Tug, capable of towing in or out all 
vessels trading in the waters of this collection district with 
safety and dispatch. 


This Tug, the “ Rabboni, has now been doing efficient 
service for several months at the mouth of the Columbia River, 
and has been, so far as the laws of Oregon and the action of Pi- 
lot Commissioners under these laws could, do so, secured in her 
rights and privileges under tho laws and protected from inter- 
ference by the old pilots, who have only a sail vessel for a pilot 
boat, and which is entirely incompetent to render such timely 
and efficient uid as the commercial interests of both Oregon and 
Washingtón demand. 

Your memorialists do not consider it necessary to enter into 
a lengthy argument to satisfy your Honorable Body that the 
commercial interests of your own Territory and of our State, 
4emand at our hands such legislation as will secure, in the best 
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possible manner, the safe and speedy transit aeross the Cokim- 
bia Bar of all vessels entering: or clearing, laden With valuable 
cargoes and precious lives. The frightful losses and appalling 
calamities which within no lengthy period have occurred from 
the want of a good Steam Tug at Astoria to take the place of 
the old pilot boat, which being merely a sail vessel, was much of 
the time entirely unfit for the demands of her responsible po- 
sition, suggested to the Legislature of Oregon the imperative 
necessity of passing an act.which might remedy these serious 
difficulties. The Steam Tug Rabboni has been built at heayy 
cost, and placed upon duty at the mouth of the Columbia River, 
under the full éonviction, on the part of her owners, that the 
people of Oregon and Washington would secure to her by every 
necessary provision of law, the exclusive privilege of pilotage 
at that point. 

- The present limited commerce of this part of the- -country 
is barely enough to render a reasonable support to the Steam 
Tug, when legally invested with a right to demand all the 
pilotage. l , 

Divide this pilotage, as is now being done, between the new 

and the old pilots, and the inevitable result must be that the 
Steani Tug, which is not now paying expenses, must sooner or 
later be driven from her present position, leaving the floating 
commerce of the country at the mercy of the winds and waves, 
‘and in the hands of men who cannot be efficient conductors of 
it, even if they would. 


The old pilots upon having their branches revoked in favor . 
of new men by the Pilot Commissioners of Oregon, immediately 
applied to the Board of Pilot Commissioners in Pacific. county, 
W. T., a majority of which they induced, for reasons unknown 
to us, to issues license to men who, by their present success in 
operating against the Steam Tug, we regard as the enemies of 
the commercial porsperity of a section, the interests of which it 
is the right and duty of both our Legislatures to protect. 


Your memoriálists would therefore most respectfully ask aic 
your hands, such legislation as you jn your wisdom may- deem 
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sufficient to aid Oregon in protecting a weighty and common in- 
terest, and as'in duty bound we will ever pray.

TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED “AN ACT FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
PILOTAGE ON THE COLUMBIA AND WILLAMETTE RIVERS," AP- 
PROVED OCT. 17, 1560. i j 


Section 1, Be it enacted ly the Legislature of the State of 
Oregon, That section eleven of such act is hereby repealed, and 
the following enacted in the place thereof: 

Sec. 2. The fee for piloting a ship or vessel from the 
open sea beyond the bar to Astoria, shall be ten dollars per foot 
draft for the first twelve feet, and twelve dollars per foot for 
any excess above twelve feet; and for piloting a ship or vessel 
from Astoria to the open sea beyond the bar, ten dollars per 
foot draft for the first twelve feet, and twelve dollars per foot 
draft for excess above twelve feet. Ifa pilot shall board a ship 
or vessel bound in, while she is either on or within the bar, and 
not above Sand Island, he shall be entitled to only half fees 
from thence to Astoria, and if at ihe time of boarding she shall: 
be above Sand Island, he Shall be entitled to quarter fees only ; 
but no ship or vessel bound in, shall be required to pay pilot- 
age, which refuses to take a pilot after arriving on the bar. The 
fees of pilots on the river above Astoria, shall be fixed from time 
to time by the Pilot Commissioner. 

Sec. 8. When any citizen of the United States, or any 
corporation organized under the laws of this State, shall place a 
Steam Tug Boat on the pilot ground between Astoria and the 
open sea, outside the bar, and shall apply to the Pilot Commis- 
sioners for the right of pilotage on such pilot grounds, the Com- 
missioners shall examine such Tug Boat, and if they find the 
same ta be of sufficient size, strength and motive power for that 
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service in all weather when the bar tan be crossed by the best 
class of steamers and sailing vessels, and hér hull and machinery 
have been duly inspected and approved under the laws of the 
United States, and that she is abundantly supplied with boats and 
every appliance which they may think necessary, and. that her 
master anda sufficient number of pilots in her employ aré well 
qualified to act as such bar pilots, the Commissioners shall 
license suck master and other pilots in the employ of such Tug 
Boat, and shall revoke all other steh licenses, and shall riot 
license any other bar pilots than, such as shall be in the employ 
of such a Tug Boat, so long as sucli Tug Boat and her master 
and pilot shall fully satisfy all the requirements of pilotage and 
towage upon the said pilot grounds.

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During the session of 1863 and '64 of the Legislative Assem- 
bly of Washington Territory, its committee on Ways and Means, 
with the assistance of Mr. Chas. Eagan, from an examination of 
the books and accounts of the Territorial Auditor and Treasurer, 
made a report to the Legislature of tho " Financial Condition of 
the Territory of Washington, from its organization to the 31st 
December, 1863,” which report was received by the Legislative 
Assembly on the 27th January, 1864, and upon it have been 
based the accounts of both the Auditor and Treasurer from that 
date. 

By this report, all the counties in the Territory were repre: 
sented as being heavily in arrears with the Territorial treasury, 
and the Territory itself as having an outstanding indebtedness 
of about $11,100. Feeling conscious that the report of the said 
committee was in many respects incorrect, and that too shorf a 
time had been devoted to the compilation of such a report with 
certainty and correctness from the confused mass of books and 
papers which constituted the accounts of the Auditor and Treas- 
urer at that time, I took upon myself the duty of thoraughly 
examining the Territorial accounts from the beginning, and I 
am happy to say the result of my labor has proved that not only 
. the counties are not sq far behind as represented by said report, 
but the Territory was not indebted to the amount therein speci- 
fied, by some six or seven thousand dollars, and has at this time 
in its treasury, means sufficient to pay all warrants outstanding, 
which have not yet been presented for payment; and I am 
happy to say that the Territory, instead of being overwhelmed 
with a heavy indebtedness, is in a flourishing financial condition, 
as I trust the foregoing statement af accounts will clearly show, 


T will here state, that not having had the timo and opportu- 
nity of conferring with the Treasurers of all the counties, I have 
not been able to make all the corrections called for, which when 
made will considerably reduce the amount of indebtedness of 
many of the counties as shawn by the foregoing exhibits. - 

i will take the liberty of remarking that the present system 
of issuing Territorial warrants in duplicate, the one set being 
retained by the Auditor, is (in my opinion,) a very injurious and 
erroneous one. Apart from the possibility of these duplicate 


Da gura Oed Te ee ee St M aL A de ap GE 
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warrants, by accident or otherwise, getting into the hands of 
parties who might make a dishonest use of them, they form in 
a short time a bulky, inconvenient and unsatisfactory record for 
finding out, at any time, the amount outstanding against the Ter- 
ritorial treasury. I would respectfully suggest that in lieu of 
making out duplicate warrants, the Auditor be instructed to 
keep a register of warrants issued, in tabular form, showing the 
number, date, amount, to whom payable, and for what payable, 
with an additional column in which to enter the date on whith 
each warrant is redeemed. By sucha register properly and cor- " 
rectly kept, it could be ascertained at a glance what warrants 
were outstanding, and with very little trouble the indebtedness 
of the Territory could at any time be ascertained in a few mo- 
menta.

Sm—tIn pursuance of instructions received from your office, 
directing me to commence suits against different counties in the 
2d Judicial District who are delinquent in the payment of Ter- 
ritorial taxes, I now beg leave to state that I commenced suits 
against the counties of Pacific, Cowlitz and Skamania.

Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and House of Representatives of 
* the Territory of Washington : 


I beg leave to present my sincere congratulations to each and every 
one of you, and feel it to be my first duty to state, that it properly be- 
longs to us all at this time, to remember with heartfelt gratitude to Al- 
mighty God, the goodness and mercy of His all-wise and overruling Provi- 
dence that have so manifestly protected us, and have greatly blessed us ag 
a population inhabiting this Territory, so that neither war, pestilence nor 
famine haye planted their terrible footsteps amongst us within our borders; 
but the richest of his earthly blessings:to mankind have been most boun- 
teously showered upon us, so that good health, peace and plently, smile 
upon us on every hand, and the blessed Gospel of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ has been peacefully and uninterruptedly preached by the 
ministers of every Christian denomination throughout every part of our 
Territory. 

But while we have been thus highly and specially favored, we must 
all deeply lament that it has not been so throughout our beloved coun- 
- try, for we cannot forget that when you last assembled for legislative 
purposes, the niost terrific thunderings of determined war, violence, 
rapine, and brutal murderings of vast numbers of peaceful citizens, 
were heard in many portions of the land, and all the horrors and dread- 
ful calamities and devastations of internal war, were brought upon the. 
peace loving population of the United States, by the malignant .treason, 
and rebellion of the slaveholders against the United States Govern- 
ment, which was in fact, most especially their own government, for.un- 
der the power thereof, despotic slaveholders, who became the traitors, 
rebels, and wholesale murders of about one million of their fellow-citi- 
zens, had always been protected from 1789 to 1861, in the quiet and, 
peaceble possession of all their lives, of all their ciyil and religious. lib- 
erties and rights as citizens, of all their property, atid especially de- 
fended, sheltered and secured to them the legal ownership of their four 
millions of black, yellow and white human beings as their slaves, agree- 
ably to their own niade slave State laws, institutions and daily practices, 

And while the United States Government was continuing to pra-, 
tect the pris owners in their most horrible, detestable and hateful traffic

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and.trade in raising human beings as slaves, of every hue and shade of 
color, between black, yellow and white, and constantly selling them at 
all ages, as articles of commerce, and particularly when old enough 
and physically strong enough to perform field labor, at an average 
market price of from five to ten dollars per pound. This debasing and 
degrading system, together with the vast amount of wealth produced 
and collected every year into the pockets of their owners by the unpaid 
toil of these millions of slave laborers, in annually producing the tremen- 
dous crops of cotton, rice, tobacco, sugar, &c., until at length their vast 
accumulations and their unchecked power over the black and white 
population of the slave States so filled and inflated their hearts with the 
enjoyment and exercise of such great power, that their aristocratic pride, 
Hk6 that of Lucifer, who rebelled in heaven against omnipotent Jélio- 
yah, so the slave holders in imitation, from the culminating pride of 
fheir -hearts, studiously and designedly through many long years past; 
have been establishing and cherishing &mongit themselves a secret 
under ‘current agreement, ripening and spreading year after year mord 
widely into dcep rooted conspiracy to break out into: ojfen wat and rez 
bellion against the United States Government, to overwhelm and de- 
stroy this best Government on earth, utider the fosterihy protection of 
which, they had gathered all their wealth and all their power; and theif 
eoüspirácy, treason and rebellion were bgun by them spdnly. boasting 
arid proclaiming their fell and determined purpose of building upon 
the fuins of the United States Government an empire of aristocratic 
power throughout this cóntinent, whose chief corner stone: was to’ be 
based upon human slavery. ^ 
Thus, there can be no mistake about the fact, that latory humar 
slavery, and its brutalizing effects upon the minds, hearts and douls of 
fhe men who owned and held the bodies of four millions -of "slavek 
withii their grasp and power while on earth, this, and this only, was 
fhe whole and sole cause of the beginning and of the long continuamte 
of the whole rebellion.

PUBLIC LANDS. 


By information received from the Surveyor General’s Office it ap- 
pears that the amount of public lands surveyed in the Territory during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1865, amounted to 204,799 79-100 
acres, and the total amount that has been surveyed within the Territo- 
ry, is 8,676,798 acres. 


"The maximum price allowed at this time by the Government for 


surveying the public lands, is eight dollars per mile, which is too small, 
and not a fair and reasonable compensation for the great amount of 
labor required to survey the heavily timbered lands west of the Cas- 
cade Mountains, especially during the depreciated value of the National 
currency during the last few years, hence nearly all the surveys that 
have been made the past year have been on the prairie lands east of the 
Cascade Mountains, which in all reasonable probability will neither be 
purchased, nor occupied by actual settlers for many years to come; 
while on the rich soiled farming lands bordering upon the numerous 
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rivers which. empty info Puget Sound, the Straits of Fuca, and the Pa- 
vific ocean, and also thecvaluable tracts of timber - lands bordering. on 
many parts of the navigable waters of Puget Sound and. Hood’s Canal, 
but little has been surveyed for some time past, and I am informed that 
no surveyors can now be found willing to take surveying contracts for 
such land at the present prices, __ 

The welfare of the Territory requires that the rich agricultural 
lands bordering on the rivers, and the timber lands adjacent to the 
waters of Puget Sound and Hood's Canal, should be surveyed and 
brought into market at the earliest day practicable. The price for sur- 
veying these lands ought to be raised sufficiently to enable the survey- 
ors to receive a just compensation for their services. I earnestly recom- 
mend this surveying business to your serious consideration as a suitable 
subject for a proper : memorial to Congress.

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My difficulty in ‘acting upon the recommendation of the 
Legislature, or the preference expressed that Mr. R. H. Hewitt 
should execute such printing, was the contract existing between 
this office and Mr. T. F. McElroy. T could not feel at liberty to 
recind that, while the fact was known to me that said McElroy 
was a creditor of the Government for some eleven thousand 
dollars for two years’ printing, over half of which sum he bad 
advanced in coin to accomplish the same, and that he had pur- 
chased a large amount of material, type, &c., with which to 
perform said contract. : 

. To avoid injustice to Mr. McElroy, to obviate farther cause 
of dissension, and with a view of assisting a Union newspaper 
with the patronage of this work, I advised, and was happy to 
learn from both parties that a partnership had been agreed 
upon betwéen Messrs. McElroy and Hewitt. For reasons not 
proper to be recounted here, my honest effort to strip this 
vexed question of difficulty was frustrated. 

I then proposed to contract with Mr. R, H. Hewitt if he 
would satisfy Mr. McElroy, either by purchasing his material, 
type, &c., or securing this office from McElroy’s claim under my 
contract. Such an arrangement was promised. On that prom- 
ise, I am informed, Mr. Hewitt secured an election, but such 
arrangement was never carried into effect. In further justifica- 
tion why such an arrangement should be consummated at that 
time, I knew that Mr. McElroy possessed the necessary material, 
type, &c., to do the work, I was well advised that Mr. Hewitt 
needed the same, dnd hence believed it most equitable, as con- 
venient, that Mr. Hewitt should take such property off Mr. 
McXElroy's hands. 

Satisfied that there was & projudice, on the part of the Leg- 
islature, against this office controlling the appointment of Printer, 
and that there was an equally earnest „prejudice against the 
party Tad contracted with, I concluded to adopt their judg- 
ment instead of continuing to be governed by any personal 
preference of my own, and so soon as I could equitably be re- 
lieved from the contract with Mr. McElroy, I determined to con- 
tract with said Mr. Hewitt. 


. 
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I then proposed that Mr. McElroy go on and finish his con- 
iract, notified of its termination with the work of the present 
session, and that seid R. H. Hewitt should be xecognized and. . 
assured the süccession withaut any condition of purchasing: ma- 
terial, type, &c. of said McElroy. In regard to the work exe- 
cuted by Mr. Hewitt, I volunteered to use my earnest efforts to 
make such arrangements between the two printers that both 
accounts could be merged, and tlie fund received be disbursed 
in accordance with such arrangement as the parties could make; 
or if Mr. Hesvitt preferred to make a separate claim, this office 
was to oppose no obstacle to securing a thorough hearing by 
the Hon. the Treasury Department. This last proposition, in 
which I believe I yielded every thing like the independent 
claim of the legitimate franchise of this office, was rejected by 
Mr. Hewitt, and there is now no alternative left me but to jus- 
tify my action as a disbursing officer of the United States, goy- 
erned solely by the instructions of the Hon. Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Sincerely regretting that no effort that I can make will be 
received in the spirit of conciliation i in whieh it has heen ten-

Sm—aAs you have been pleased to inform me thata com- 
mittee had been appointed by the House to wait upon the Hon. 
Elwood Evans, Secretary .of tho Territory, and myself, and as- 
certain whether some ar rangement could not be made by which 
the question of the public printing might be settled i in an ami- 
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cable manner, and aa you requested that any statemont T might 
make be made in writing, in reply would say: 

That the Legislature thinking that their rights iu that mat- 
ter had been entirely ignored by the Secretary, in contracting 
out their work without asking advice at least, did, on the 
16th day of December last in joint convention, elect me public 
printer. Believing I had been elected in good faith, and that 
the Legislature would sustain me in the position I had been 
placed, I immediately filed my bond and oath of office accord: 
ing to law, and informed both Houses of the fact, and that I was 
ready to do all the printing they might require. But up to this 
time, no matter has been sent to my office from the Council to 
he printed, and not all from the House; and the proposition is 
now made me by the Secretary of the Territory, that Mr. 
McElroy, with whom he had already contracted to do the work, 
be paid for what he has done, and that I should be paid for 
what I had done, under some amicable arrangement, and that 
Mr. McElroy finish the work of the session, after which, if I was 
prepared ta do public printing, he would give mo tbe next con- 
tract. To the first part of the proposition I replied that Mr. 
McElroy had reprinted all the bills furnished by me, and as we 
cannot both be paid for the same work, and if I drew out of the 
contest, it would leave me in a position where I could enforce 
nothing. As to the second part of the proposition, receiving a 
subsequent contract, itis a future contingency I sould not de- 
pend on, and therefore rejected. 


Permit me here to add, that a studied misrepresentation of 
facts, which was doubtless intended for a purpose, has served to 
make this difficulty assume its present proportions. Besides 
every thing that could be, has been reported to and published 
by the Council, for the only purpose, as I can see to prejudice: 
the ease, and to render the adjustment of accounts in my favor 
tHe more difficult, and which evinces a spirit the opposite to 
conciliation. 

Until I have reason to believe that those who elected me 
public printer, regret having done so, or until they ask me to 
resign, I will continue to discharge the duties of the office, fo

First: That at last session of the Legislature, an act was 
passed incorporating the “Skagit River Log-driving Company,” 
which was vetoed by His Excellency the Governor, upon the 
ground that it was an extraordinary anti-demecratic monopoly 
to be fastened upon the most central and most valuable part of 
the country. 

Again: To obtain said veto, it was set forth that those im- 
mediately interested in that portion of the Territory required 
no improvement made on the Skagit river. Up to the present 
time we have received no notice of the said parties having 
changed their minds. : 
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Tt was also asserted by one party that the navigation of the 
Skagit river could be opened for the sum of $600. It has also 
been asserted by parties during the past year, that they would 
open the channel of said river for the sum of one thousand 
dollars. m : 

The present memoriel-asks of the Federal Government the 
appropriation of six sections of land, amounting to 3840 acres, 
in the immediate vicinity of the river, to be located in lots of 
not.more than 320 acres in one section, certificates of which are 
to be issued to the parties opening the navig: tion of said river. 

I would state that on the Skagit river there are scattering 
prairies of the richest soil, equal to any prairie land in the 
Un nited States, and worth at least $50 per acre. 

Now this anti-democratic monopoly which is proposed in 
the prayer of this memorial would,in the usual clear-headed 
ideas of the Yankee nation, enter this grant of 3840 acres along 
the banks of said river in lots of not more than 320 acres, which 
allows them to enter it even in forty acre lots wherever the 
prairie land appears, or there is a prospect for a town site, thus 
enabling them to monopolize all the valuable town sites and 
farm locations on the banks of said river, thus keeping the 
hardy settler from availing himself of a cheap farm, and throw- 
ing him in the hands of an unscrupulous monopoly, thus. delay 

ing the settlement of the Territory. 

Look and see what this monopoly will make out of this 
grant. They will locate out.of said grant for town site purposes 
1950 acres, out of which it will take for streets and public 
squares 250 acres, leaving one thousand acres to be laid out in 
city and town lots, which, at the price of town lots in this Ter- ` 
ritory, calculating eight lots to an acre at $150 each, would 
amount to the sum of $1200. They have then 2590 acres of 
praire land left, which is worth $129,500, making the amount 
they will receive for opening said river $1,329,000, when the 
highest sum that has been named to remove the obstructions in 
said river is $25,000, whilst other parties have offered to do it 
for $1000.

Your letters of the 2d and 5th of February last, containing 
copies of sundry resolutions adopted by the Legislative Assem- 


bly at its late session, came duly to hand. 


Those resolutions desiring you to pay William H. Pope for 
copying, and James Lodge for printing the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court of the Territory, you will not entertain, on the 
ground stated in letter of this oflice to you of the 6th March 
last. Nor that directing you to pay to the Chief Clerk of each 
House twenty days’ extra compensation for copying the journals 
for the printer. In the circular relative to the public printing 
in the Territories, dated Oct. 10, 1855, several copies of which 
were furnished you with letter of-instructions, occurs the follow- 
ing: ! 

“Sth. Ithas been decided that the daily journal or pro- 
ceedings should be printed in book form, and only one composi- 
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tion is hereafter to be paid for by the U. S. on account thereof, 
which is the practice pursued by both Houses of Congress and 
the State Legislatures. The facilities now afforded in the Ter- 
ritories for printing, which did not probably exist when organi- 
zed, it is believed will enable this to be done daily, without det- 
riment to the course of legislation. The requisite number of 
copies for distribution will be retained, to be endorsed as hereto- 
fore, and bound under your supervision.” 

To give effect to this instruction, the Clerk in charge of the 
journal in each House must furnish daily a copy of the minutes 
to the printer, and it was therefore esteemed to be a part of his 
duty, for which compensation was provided in his per diem, and 
this he has received. 

The resolution directing a re-print of all the laws of the 
Territory, presumes the revision or codification; and as provis- 
ion for this preliminary action was sought from Congress almost 
simultaneous with the adoption of the above resolution, (see 
memorial, session laws 1860-61, page 139), the immediate per- 
formance of the work by the printer could hardly have been in 
contemplation. But whether this was or was not the case, it 
could not be authorized now. The regular annual appropria- 
tion made for Legislative expenses, does not cover the printing 
of more than the result of the annual legislation. It has always 
‘been held that a re-print, or the printing of a codification of the 
laws, is a matter for the special action of Congress, and it is the 
duty of the Territorial delegate to sce thatitis had. While, 
therefore, this resolution cannot be entertained, that directing 
the printing of 500 copies of school and road laws in pamphlet 
form, for distribution among the officers of schools and supervi- 
sors of roads, may, and you will accordingly cause it to be com- 
plied with.

. that you have not yet been relieved by your successor.
